About f):::0 o'clock, after the lights had hem 
turned down and the convicts had.retired, a 
series of loud and agoni/.ing shrieks were 
heard by the night watch, which startled 
the sleeping inmates from the silent cells in 
tenor. Hushing to the cell the guard found 
the cell mates had been enir.iged in a death 
struggle. 
Games lay unconscious on the 


btone floor and Kelly, pale and bloo.ly, faced 
his keeper, who called aid and took'him to 
the solitary. Gaines was then borne on a 
stretcher to the hospital, as slight sigus of 
life still lingereds. 


In his ante-mortem [statement, made jes- 


terday afternoon, Ciaine-i said hehadgone to 
betl at nine o'clock, leaving Kelly sitting on 
a stool by the cell door.

whereabouts of the night-guard. After stand- 
ing there a moment he turned and aske.d 
Gaines if he had heard tlie convict in the 
next cell call him a vile name. Gaines re- 
ilied that he had heard nothing, and advised 
Kelly to come to bed anil not stand there 
making a fool of himself. At this Kelly 
drew the hammer from Ids pocket and 
struck Gaines a savage blow on the breast 
A struggle L-nsitoil. Gaines caught hold of 
the hammer and it fell from tiie bed Ho tlie 
tloor. but before Gaines could get up from 
the bed Kelly sprang upon him with the 
knife and a terrible struggle began.

men finally rolled off the bed teethe floor, 
where they were discovered by the guard. 
The blanket ami sheet which Gaines had over 
his pei-son were found to be full of holes 
made by the knife, and were saturated with
